A form letter from the Chief Clerk 
Dept., of Public Works at Edmonton 
to the different divisions of the A.P. 
P. eays ‘that :— 

“Im accordance with instructions 
from the Deputy Minister I have to 
infonm you that it appears that quite 
a number of trucks are operating as 
freight vehicles without having obtain 
ed a license from this department. 

“All trucks engaged in business as 
public carriens must obtain a Class 
‘A’ license. 

Ttucks owned as part of the busi 
ness but which may be operated oc- 
casionally for the’ purpose of doing 
custom hauling, must take out a 
Class ‘C’ license. 

’ “Trucks operating by distributing 
companies for the purpose of deliver 
ing goods to retail dealers must take 
out a Class ‘B' license, 

“Trucks operating mainly within 
the boundaries of a town or city, but 
which do occasional hauling outside 
of these boundaries, must take out a 
Class ‘D’ license. 

“In the case of distributing com- 
panies of their agents when deliver- 
ies are made direct to customers or 
thoge who buy their products for con 
sumption no license is required. But 
if these trucks are used for the pur- 
pose of delivering to those who again 
resell the products a license must be 
obtained.” 

Truck owners snould satisfy them 
gelves as to whether or not their op 
erations come within the scope of any 
of the above license classes, and if 
necessary take immediate steps to- 
wards obtaining such licenses. Fur- 
ther information can be obtained 
trom the Department of Public Works 
at Edmonton. as 


ALBERT A MINISTER 


-INSPECTS ROADS} 


HON O. L. McPHERSON MUCH IM- 
PRESSED BY MULCH OIL 
TREATMENT 


EDMONTON—Hon O. L. McPher- 
son minister of public works has re- 
turned from a week's trip to the coast 
which he made for the purpose of do- 
ing some good roads investigating go 
ing by train. He came back by the 
motor route and covered sections of 
nighway in both British Columbia 
and Washington, on which the mulch 
treatment has been used. It was par 
uicularly to look into the methods 
and results of this treatment that he 
went west, and some of the informa- 
tion he thus secured will be applied 
to the road making programme in 
Alberta. 

The mulch oil treatment, which 
consists of asphaltic oil mixed on the 
road surface is being tried out on a 
section of the Fort trail just outside 
of the city limits, along with a short 
piece on which the oil penetration 
method is being applied. Hundreds of 
miles in Washington state have al- 
ready been treated in both ways and 
Mr McPherson motored over 200 
miles of mulch-treated road on his re 
cent trip. As a result he is enthusiast 
ic about it declaring the roads so 
built to be the best he ever traveled 

Wonderful work is being done on 
motor highways in the northwesteri 
states says the minister and im- 
mense amounts cf money are obvious 
ly being expended. Roads heretofore 
in service on a thirty-mile-an-hour 
basis are in some ci.ses being discard 
ed for new roads that will be equal 
to 30 in‘les and in order to make easy 
grades hillsides are being bodily re- 
moved. 

As to the situation in Alberta, Mr 
Mc J-hcrson is hopeful that the mulch 
treatment will solve the problem here 
too, and that the tests now being 
made on the Fort trail and immediate 
ly north of Calgary will be as satis 
factory as those at the coast. Both 
pieces of road will be completed this 
fall and if the results are as good as 
expected, there will likely be more to 
follow in the future

During the Edmonton Exhibition 
the McMurray Asphaltum & Oil 
Limited gave an intoresting demon- 
stration in paving, using the Alberta 


bitumimous sands. One of the side- | 


walks leading from the main gates 
to the pavilion was paved, in all over 
100 feet of sidewalk being laid and 
iréluding a stretch to the Old Timers’ 
building. When this was finished the 
officers of the Exhibition association 
gathered to have their pictures taken 
and then inspected the walk. 


Probalbly the most interesting part 


of this demonstration was the heat 
ing and mixing of the Alberta asphalt 
with the local sand and gravel. This 
was accomplished in a small concrete 
mixer, using a torch which threw the 
flame directly in among the material 

Thomas Draper, president and man 
aging director of the McMurray As- 
phaltum and Oil Limited, has design 
ed several lange machines for prepar- 
ing this material’-for road building 
end extracting the oil and other by- 
products but theso wore too large and 
cumbersome to move for a small job 
of paving. But with adapting this 
latter method to a cement mixer of 
any type and size he has opened the 
field for paving with the asphalt sand 
of northern Alberta and brought it 
to within the reach of tha small com 
munities 

As this becomes known that any 
contractor who has a concrete mix- 
er can very easily cquip himself to do 
this work it will not be long before 
every town and villago will be using 
the splendid paving matcrial for their 
sidewalk crossings and streets and 
they will hasten the day for this use 
on their highways. ;

time, 

The bag limit for ducks is 80 per 
day and 200 for the season. 

The open season for Hungarian 
Partridge is from October ifirst to 
November 15, while the Sharptailed 
grouse or prairie chicken may be hunt 
ed for fifteen days only, from October 
finst to the middle of the month. Of 
the latiter five only may be taken per 
ady and a total of twenty-five for the 
season. These laws pertain to all the 
country south of the Clearwater and 
Athabaska Rivers. 

There is a closed season for deer 
of every variety in all that territory 
lying south of the Saskatchewan 
niver and east of the Calgary-McLood 
and Edmonton railways. In the hope 
of re-establishing the deer in their 
former ‘haunts where once they were 
very plentiful this new legislation 
fas been enacted. Alt the present time 
there are enough animals scattered 
throughout this area for stocking pur 
poses and it is the intention of the 
Government to prosecute severely 
anyone who is found violating this 
jaw.

OTTAWA—Canada is the groatest 
wheat exporting country in the world 
and during the first half of the pre- 
sent year probably attained the same 
position in the export of wheat flour 
For the twelve months ending July 
31, the flour exports totalled 11,808,- 
‘75 barrels the record for this coun 
try and much greater than any prev 
ious twelve months even the period 
following the 1923 bumper crop. 

The United States has held the first 
position for wheat flour exports but 
from that country the output is al- 
most stationary, while from Canada 
it is increasing very rapidly. 

The increase in Canada in the year 
ending July 31, 1929, over the pre- 
vious corresponding pcriod was near 
ly 2,000,000 barreis, so that officials 
believe it is evident Canada has now 
wrested first place from the United 
States in wheat flour exports.

If the would-be pilot 
is going to indulge only in pleasure 

fiying and in his own ship he can fly 
without a ilcense and consequently 
with any kind of vision he may hap 
pen to have. 

The plain fact of the matter is 
that. there is much more “seeing” to 
be done im the airplane than when 
one is driving an automobile. In the 
latter case one looks directly ahead 
most of the time. In contrast the air 

‘man looks in all directions. He must 
see ahead of the plane behind it at 
times, to the right and to the left, a 
bove and below. 

It might be angued—and is atgued | 
vociferously at ¢imes—that correction 
of visual defects by glasses is pos- 
sible. Aviation’s “medicine men’ con 
cede this but point out that the cor 
rection is usually limited in the hori 
zontal plane of vision which means 
that glasses are O.K. so long as one 
luoks straight ahead as one does when 
ariving an automobile. However when 
cne glances out of the corner of one’s 
glasses, or lifts or drops one’s eyes 
vision is distorted. ; 

The good pilot’s eyes are always 
roving. He must glance at his in- 
struments, off to the right, off to the 
left at the ground beltcw or the dis- 
tant: horizon ahead. 

Judgment of distance obviously is 
one of the most important aspects of 
good piloting. Especially is this true 
in taking off or landing and it will be |" 
of tremendous importance when plan 
es begin to meet or pass and over 
iake and pass much as automobiles 
do on the highway today. Records 
show that the commonest case of mis 
judging distance occurs in one of the

One of the most common errors at 
the auction table is the desire of players 
to double an adverse bid before they 
have shown their partner that they can 
help his bid. Many a game and rubber 
are.lost by such tactics, so try to avoid 
them. 

If your partner makes a bid and you 
have a hand that justifies at least one 
raise, don’t hesitate to give this raise 
even though one of your opponents 
bids a suit that you would like to 
double. Such a double may or may not 
be a profitable one and the question as 
to its profit cannot be accurately de- 
termined until you have informed your 
ee by your raise that you can 

elp his bid. 


Then if your opponents rebid the 
suit you wanted to double on the first 
round (and you will be surprised how 
often they will do sb) you can double 
with the confidence that your partner 
fs in a position to decide whether to 
play for the penalty or for game in his 


In this way you are certain to get 
the best results, whereas, if you 
doubled on the first round, your part- 
ner would not know that you could 
help his bid and would be in a quandary 
as to the proper procedure. He would 
have to guess; an esses seem to have 
the unhappy faculty of being wrong 
such more often than right. This is the 
real reason for eliminating guess work 
whenever possible.

Y is thus 
placed in the happy position of being 
able to choose between a try for rubber 
or a try for the penalty — whichever 
course seems best and offers the great- . 
est chance for gain. Guess work is thus 
eliminated and the partnership obtaing 
the best result with the cards held.

It was a fine example of deceptive 
bidding, but don’t try to follow A’s 
example. This hand happened to turn 
out successfully, but in the majority of 
cases such bidding is a losing venture. 
The example is given, not to be fol- 
lowed, but as a warning of what to 
exnecc and when you meet it, of the 
proper defense to follow.
